At JO o'ulocli the ttrcsidcnl, AV. T.

Sii- George was 
In (loiibi ,is 10 wliicli gave liini the 
more sati,=lactiuii — tbe tact thai, ho 
was now a stancd veteran with a 
strung heart, very liopefiil and opti- 
inistic, or llic lime fifty years ago, 
when at IS lie entered iiis alm.a inatcr. 
He declared that the compensations of 
a life of service, undreamed of in 
youth, arc more than sutf^ciont to 
make one enter* again the batUo of 
youth with the same vim and ardor- 
The thing lhat counts most in a young 
man is to have a purpose, to make it 
firm within him, and to keep lo It and 
stand by it through life. Pitch your 
ideals higli and follow ihcin wiili an 
honest tenacity, and life will be a stic- 
cc.-s, advised tbe speaker. .Maleritil 
povt riy doesn't matter, .since tbe mind 
and Kuul is not lucastired by uiaierial 
prosperity.

Eight ilours on the ^larch, Dur- 
ing Which Time the Bat- 
talion Covered 13 Miles.. 



After being on the inarch steadily i 
for eight hours, during ^vbicll ti.iue i;i' 
miles Avero covered and lour hours | 
spent in night 0|)cralions, one ot tbe 
most successful field days yet bold by 
the McGill C.O.T.C. was brought to a \ 
close on Saturday evening at eleven ; 
o'clock. 

During Its iiisiory the .McGill Hai- 
talion has held several very excellent 
field days, one of tbe best being the 
trip to Sic. Anne's last year; but for 
march discipline, punctuality and the' 
orderly way in which cvcryiliing was i 
carried out, there is no doubt but thai | 
the march-out on Saturday was thoi 
best which has evor been bcld. 

Colonel Stiirlio cxprossed himself ;is' 
being very miicli pleased wiili the 
day's work, lie was well satisfied i 
with the way ilic men held tip during 
tbe march, tbey being on ilieir feel for 
eight hours steadily wlllioiil liardlyl 
any rest. Colonel Starke said that tbe 
march discipline was very good, and 
tbe same may be said of the pace that 
was set, nobody having any trouble 
trying to keep up. The men wore un- 
der control at all times; the adranccs 
were carried out in an orderly man- 
ner, the men realizing what was re- 
quired ot thciii, with the result lhai 
very little noise was made uuring tlio| 
advance to the attack- Great credit is 
due to the officers for Ihe way llie 
manoeuvi es wore < arried out.

At tbe usual time on Saturday atlev- • 
noon, the T3alialion fell in at ibc Old'

the march-out. Promptly at 3.15, the 
bead of the column passed the start- 
ing point, the line being headed by the 
148th Overseas Ballallou, under J<i.- 
Col. A. A. Magce, the C.O.T.C. fol- 
lowing.

Giblis, left till? regiment and sitirtcd 
on its lionicwaril .journey, miiob lo tbe 
regret of everybody, as the playiii.i; of 
Ihe baud proved to bo very popiilar 
Willi the men, Ibc excolleui .march 
pieces helping the step wonderfully. 

March' Hetiuiuvd. 

After ten minutes' rest, and prompt- 
ly at i o'clock, the Battalion resumed 
its march. Continuing up Mnrnuettc 
street, the men turned west along 
Mount Royal avenue and started for 
the mountain. During this time music 
was furnished by tbe bugle band, and 
although the men were marching easy 
tliey kept the pace and dressing nil 
the way, the platoon commanders 
having no trouble at ail. .After cross- 
ing Park avenue, tlic Uai talion took a 
short-cul, continuing lis inareb along 
St. Catherine road, and at icn minutes 
to five tbo men were niieo niiiic oi- 
dcrcd lo Ibe side of tbo road fur an- 
other rest period. At 5 o'clock mai cli- j 
ing was resumed, and now a change I 
came over the men. They had re- j

raiisic. Leaving St. I'alboriiie road tbo 
rjattaiion look lo tbe St. I.auieni road 
and continued west to tjueoii .^lary 
road, where the point of 'assembly, 
which was a field behind the West- 
mount Mountain, was reached at (i 
o'clock. The field kileheii.s and trticks, 
kindly loaned by-the 73rd riattalion 
and the Phoenix Company, respective- 
ly, now came into view and were 
greeted with a yell by the men as vis- 
inns ot hot coffee and supper entered 
the minds ot everybody. 

After forming up en mass, arms 
were piled and the men were given an 
hour to cat and rest. In a few ntln- 
utcs six or seven log fires were blaz- 
ing forth, and soon the men were cat- 
iug. drinking and smoking, Jiecdioss 
of the cold wind and snow ■wiiiob 
swept acro.=s the open field. 

Afler liaving satisfied Ibc inner man 
everybody gaiborcd around the fires, 
some of whlcii were rising over ten 
feet high, and spent Ibc remainder of 
the rest period singing and amusing 
one another in various ways.

This year the players and 
managers have spared no iiains to make the play a success. Re- 
hearsals have been held for several weeks, and the cast is said by 
competent judges to be capable and efficient. The college Man- 
dolin Club — a strong organization, too seldom lieard at McGill — 
will provide the music. In the absence of other college activities 
this session, it is hoiked that Thursday and Friday evenings will be 
in every sense "Old McGill Nights !" 

The Senior Play this yèar has a two-fold appeal to students 
and graduates, and is deserving of their unstinted support. In 
the first place, in these days of readjustment in dramatic matters, 
the woi'k of the colleges in the drama is significant and important. 
Harvard has taken the lead in interesting students in good drama, 
not only by courses in the English drama, but in play-writing, 
acting, producing, and stage setting. Our own University has not 
yet developed its work in the drama to that e.xtent, yet interest in 
the drama increases. It is significant that the Play given by the 
women Partial students on Saturday afternoon was written by one 
of the members of the cast, herself a Partial student. 

The importance of college dramatics cannot be over-empha- 
sized. The colleges do not advertise their work. Their interest 
in the drama is not a superficial "uplift movement" that ends in 
fashionable talk. They seek merely to send out from their courses 
students who know the best in their own national drama, who have 
a sound standard of judging plays, and who, because of their own 
pex-foi-mances, realize the importance of acting and staging in con- 
nection with the drama. In these days of so much foolish talk 
about a "Canadian national drama" — as if all art were local and 
not based on the dictum, "not for an age but for all-time," — it is 
well to remember the greatest improvement in the drama must 
come in the end from the colleges and the schools, and a conse- 
iiuent educated public opinion. For this reason, the Senior Play 
desei-ves always the support of graduates. 

The second appeal of the Senior Play this year is from the 
object to which the entire proceeds are to be given. That object 
is the Patriotic Fund. It is not necessary for The Daily to dwell 
on this. The work of this Fund is known to all. Many students 
and graduates, however desirous of helping the Fund, are unable 
to do so to any great extent. But every student and graduate can 
pay seventy-five cents for a ticket to the Senior Play. If the Hall 
is filled each night, a creditable sum will be given to the Fund. The 
Daily trusts, then, that on Thursday and Friday evenings, — "Old 
McGill Nights," — the Senior Play will be well patronized. Gradu- 
ates will thus renew their youth, and all who go will enjoy a plea- 
sant evening, encourage college dramatics, and help the Patriot- 
ic Fund.

Lewis is the signal offi- 
cer in charge of kccpiug the tele- 
g-raphic communications in operation 
for the tth Infantry Brigade. On this 
day h6 and a signaller wcro workine 
on . the telegraph lines between the 
treucbes and bcadquartcrs. A Ger- 
man aeroplane wUlcb . ' bad crossed 
over the Canadian lines became dis- 
abled, and the two occupauls plckco 
out a eecluded place to aligbt, évident, 
ly hoping to find a spot where there 
were no soldiers and so make Uiclr 
escape. Tbe aeroplane dropped Into a 
bush about 100 yards from where U. 
Lewis «nd his signaller were working 
The two Geimaus immediately got out 
of the machine and started off. Nrltli- 
ed Lieut. Lewis nor his OL-iiipanion 
were armed, while both tâe Germans 
■were. However, the CanaaJans pre- 
tended to be drawing rcvohci.'i Irom 
their poclvcts. and the Gei iiians sur- 
rendered. The two Cauddidu? took 
their rifles and marched them to 
headquarters, where it was a uiiitiui^ 
occurrence for a signalling ol'Ilfr tj 
bring in prisoners, so much so that 
tbo coinmanding officer would not io- 
llevc It was true. Lieut, Lewis, hi v-. 
over, bad tbe officer and man and p i". 
aded them In front of tbo officer oiii- 
mauding. In recompense for the cuti- 
turc, Llout, Lewis was given tbe Gei'- 
man officer's rifle and allowed eight 
days' leave to visit bis relatives I.i 
England, Tbo unfortunate pa> t of the 
incident was that the signaller who 
had aided I,ieiit. Lewis so well was 
killed in action a .short lime after- 
wards. 

ïrio Bi|linst«ii lYouudvd. 

A cable nicssaso received recently 
by Dr. J. Bonsall Porter, of the De- 
partment it Alining, stated that Lieut. 
Eric S, BilUngtôn, Sci. '13, and Lieut. 
Gwjun G. Oibbins, Sci, '10, both serv- 
ing in the same company of tbe Royal 
Engineers, had been wounded, pre- 
sumably at tbe same time, and were 
betb in tbe same taospttal. Lieut.. BIII- 
inglon, who is vci'y well known 
throughout Canada as a football play- 
er, is seriously wounded in the foot, 
while the cablegram did not mention 
the extent of Lieut. Gibblns' injuries. 

The cable message was from Lieut. 
Elllinglon's father, and read; "Eric 
seriously wounded in the foot. Gibblns 
wounded and in same hospital. Both 
doing well." Graduates of the same 
department of the Faculty of Applied 
Science, Biilingtou and Oibbins, 
were by cbnneo assigned to the same 
company of the Royal Engineers when 
they enlisted for service early last 
summer. Slttco then tbey bave been 
conslanUy together, and It is presum- 
ed were struck by fragments of tbe 
same shell wblle with working parties 
of the Itoyal Engineers near the front 
line.

Of 
course this great cntbusta.sni for sci- 
cnliCic knowledge is JusUtlablc, be- 
cause knowledge is power. It may be 
said that the lest of manhood to a 
Lirgc extent is man's capacity for 
valuing knowledge. Knowledge cre- 
ates power. ■\Vhicli uf iho nations dur- 
ing Ihc past hiiniln'd >car.s bavc been 
sUowins the s'catc-L anwuiu of inter- 
est in tbiii line asticd I'rof. Mac- 
nau£htun- "Of cour.'.c. tlic Ucrnians," 
\ts ihe answer. "Why, wo are bal)ie3 
(onipaitil «ilh lhe.ni in ihat iiui.. 
Loolî what they have done in aijriciil- 
lurc, the scientific treatment of tae 
soil. Look ait what they have done in 
other lines, manufactures, navlga.iun. 
mastery ot the atr. In fact, they are 
Iho only people in the world who have 
extended their territory in the third 
dimension, a formidable people. The 
most formidable thing they have 
achieved lies, to all appearance, in the 
fact that they have done more than 
all tic world put together for the elu- 
cidation of the liiblc. .Now." he said, 
"kuowiedge. liuwcvtr. Is not enough; 
all thai eiiltiiic has uut been able to

liibition of toily. it is nul cnongb lo 
create power; it i.s not enough to bave 
a giant's power, but must' be able to 
wake u humane use of that power, not 
tt tyrannical and therefore suicidal 
use. 'God rules.' Out of the heart 
comes the isstics of life. The highest 
glory is to enter with full purpose 
into the woric ot fellowsiilp and col- 
laboration." 

Prof. Macuaughton afterwards com- 
pared Germany with the old Assyrian 
point otvicw. "Wo British people have 
many time;: extended the right hand 
,oC fellow sliip to them, even at the 
eleventh hour, but they were bound to 
dominate. "Wcll, wo shall see. 

>eed I'ropliets aud l'ocls, 

".Now." he said, "we need more tlian 
professors iu this world. I am almost 
H.shamcd to be a professor. 1 bad 
lather be a blacksmith or a plumber 
than bear the name of professor, a 
name which the mau who preached 
the Germanic Gospel bears. AVo need 
more than professors to-day; we need 
prophets and poets. A German pro- 
phet knows all and undorstaudB nolb- 
lug. It has been said that a French- 
man knows nothing and understands 
everything. Now, what i^ a prophet '.' 
Jeremiah says that a true prophet Is 
H man who can stand alone like au 
iron pillar and a brazcu column 
against the whole jieople aud the 
King, .\niong liiu; incti -abie and gic- 
garlous people, the Germans, with the 
Bound of the Imperial bell, march the 
goose iîtep; it is hard for e prophet to 
appear; ihry cannot do otherwise ; 
they lack vision. \Vc need prophets 
and poets, besides the scientific cul- 
tivation of soil, the learning of the 
multiplication table and inventions. 
Wc need the vision and the force that 
the Bible jrlvee us. For the force of a 
nation is the ability to use what know- 
ledge they have for a righteous cud. 
If not, then no matter how exlcr.--.Ive 
that knowledge j.s, iho powe; o. il .it 
country H doomed to peri.sli. 'Wbat- 
Hoever thing? art true, whatsoever 
Ihiue.s arc good, rte." These nliocs 
are ptored in 1lie great fiible, llie sji cal 
Tiible of mankind which is an rxien- 
sive work. It includes the best in all 
literature, all that is deep, true aud 
beauLifnl. One book that this Bible is 
made ot Is that of the prophet Homer, 
the heroic and great religious reform- 
er. It migbt be well for the Germans

The whole battalion tbcu advanced 
against the road, only to be fooled 
again by the enemy's rear guard, 
tvtalcb had onco more disappeared. 
Forming up, the battalion continued 
Us pursuit until tbc van guard came 
into contact w-ith the enemy near the 
Park Slide, where tbeywere boldtng a 
good position. After Ibe main guard 
had come up, tbc advance guard man- 
aged to go forward to within a few- 
yards of this position, and then word 
was .-îent back to the commander of 
the main liody that iliey were in a 
good position to ï^tari ihe final attack. 
Soon the main body came up, reinforc- 
ing the firing line, the whole battalion 
then charging the pcsition.

During llie whole of the manoeuvres 
the conduct of the men was epieiidid.

Defaulters 



Tlie cancellation of the interclass debates held under the Lit- 
craxy and Debating Society is becoming of much too frequent 
occurrence. Last night, for the second time within three weeks, 
the classes which were supposed to take part in the programme 
for the evening, cither failed to have their representatives on hand 
or else at the last moment withdrew from the contest. This is 
certainly not as it siiould be. Either the classes concerned should 
have the common decency to notify the Executive of the Society of 
their inability to take part in the debates, or else they should go 
ahead with their part in the schedule and not default at the 
eleventh hour. 

The Literary and Debating Society started the present session 
with splendid prospects for a successful season. The weekly 
debates were held as they were scheduled, and no trouble of any 
sort was met with in having all classes concerned represented in 
their scheduled debates. But since Christmas there has been a 
decided change for the worse in the response of the classes and in 
the attitude of the student body in general towards "The Lit." 
We find defaulting of almost weekly occurrence and difficulty met 
with in securing debaters, as well as a very slim attendance at the 
meetings of the Society, Preparation for examinations may be, 
and Has been accepted on more than oftc occasion, as an excuse for 
classes neglecting to caii'y out their part of the schedule. But, in 
the case of last night's debates, it seems more probable that sheer 
laziness or apathy on the part of students should be the proper 
reason assigned for the disappointing showing. 

Tiie all-important advantages of participation in debating 
have already been dealt with at siicli great length as to make fur- 
ther attention here unnecessary. Suffice it to say, that it is one 
of the best things in a University education. Every student is a 
member of "The Lit," an organization to which he should count it 
a privilege to belong. It seems a great pity that so many students 
are ignoring the truth of this and failing to realize the enomous 
benefits which may be obtained from active participation in 
debating. 

At the same time, it must be admitted that things might run 
with just a little more satisfaction were members of the Executive 
to show a slightly more alert policy with regard to the conduct of 
the Society's affairs. More publicity given to the doings of the 
Society might result in the attainment of the desired end. Also 
some arrangement more satisfactoi-y than the present card system 
of announcing debates to the competing classes might be insti- 
tuted. Also, what about the Chester Macnaughton Reading Con- 
test and the Ilcford Cuji Competition? These are now due, and 
would certainly stimulate interest in "The Lit," It is time for 
things to change. 



Spelling as a Fine Art 



The Dean of the Faculty of Arts and Sciences of Harvard 
University, in his latest official report on the work being done in 
the department, deals with problems of literacy among under- 
graduates and teachers ; and he frankly admits that not until pro- 
fessors and college officials use better English in Mieir lectures, 
foimal discourses and reports, will they really be in a safe position 
to challenge the lack of student mastery of English that is "cor- 
rect, coherent and idiomatic." Living in a glass house, many a 
professor, in theory at least, is in no position to throw stones. 

But, of course, a department of EnglisK in a college or uni- 
vcr.slty is bound to face, meet and conquer any defects of its own 
methods in developing a literate body of students out of the gradu- 
'ates of the preparatory schools and the youths that come from 
homes without much culture or intellectual horizon. Hence Dean 
Le Baron R. Biiggs, in his report, resolutely grapples with the 
momentous fact that the "proportion of intellectual persons who 
cannot spell appeals to have increased." And this, too, when the 
number of persons who can read is so mucli larger relatively than 
it used to be. Vndoubtedly new methods of teaching language, 
written and spoken, do account in part for thé increase of under- 
graduates at Harvard who write "ai?ucs" for "eggs," and who, in 
their examination papers, vcfci' to Portia as a "welthcy aeris." 
But that cannot account foi' the Han ard profesftor — one of the 
world's greatest scholars, so Dean Briggs says — who prefers 
"Thackery" to Thackeray. He was educated when spelling was 
taught with disciplinary effect and not left to "impressionism," 
and yet he on-s. 

Fortunately for the Harvard youths that are instinctive "bad 
epellers," the teachers of English at the University know that a 
thesi:; may have ":ityle" even if marred by occasional mis-spell 
words. There is food for thought in Dean Briggs' statement .that, 
"Many persons, who write better than the moit critical of us. spéll 
worse, and rely on the prfnter to spell for them/'

Chicago. 111.— How much freedojn of 
speed! sliiiU h'^ ;illawc(i Cio n'lk^c 
professor and how and v by sliall he 
be dispossessed of his office, are ques- 
tions that have been giowing in im- 
portance and public interest, kindled 
afresh by incidents of recent date. 
The -\merlcan A-soi Mition of L'niver- 
slty Professors haa sought tu answer 
these questions. On January 1 the as- 
sociation accepted the report of its 
committee on academic freedom and 
tenure of oftico, a' committee of fifteen 
professors from the foremost institu- 
tions of the country, headed by Prof. 
E. R. .\. Sclignian, of Columbia Uni- 
versity, and several days ago the first 
public presentation of the complete 
report was made in this ciiy to the 
Association of American Colleger. 

Indication was at once given tliat its 
reception will not be unanimous. Dr. 
Alexander Meikeljohn, présidence of 
Anihcrsi College, the single speaker 
on the subject, lost no time in level- 
ling sharp criticism at it. Tho roll of 
the collcghite association now niun- 
beiK 202 instltuUons. Prcsiaent 
Mcikeljobn delved behind the findings 
uf the professional committee, ictu 
what bo id'onounccd tbe very nub of 
the whole matter of iicadcniic freedom 
—that the institutions and uot llif 
professors or their trustees are t-ui • 
Ject to lullucacc. The Lollo.iics and 
universities aie not tier, he det'larcd, 
nor will they be free iiuLil they cjiiit 
reaching out for money and students. 
Drlcfly, he characterized the report as 
inadequate. 

At the concluBiou of President 
.Mcikeljohn's remarks, the college 
presidents authorized the creation of 
their own standing committco on 
academic freedom and tenure of of- 
fice. The committee will bring in a 
report to next year's meeting of the 
Association of College Presidcnla in 
this city. Altogether, tho report of 
tbe professorial committee, it.s am- 
plification by its sponsor. Prof. U. (i. 
Weatherley, of the University of In- 
diana, who liclp 10 draw iho repoi i. 
and President .Mcikeljohn's critical re- 
view- constitute an important comment- 
ary on a very serious feature of Am- 
erican education. The couclii.sion uf 
the report on academic fircdom is 
that tho power of removal should be 
taken from lay boards of trustccis and 
vested In the professors. 

The professorial report opcaa with 
a general declaration of ideas, 'rak- 
ing up first the basis of auth::'iy. It 
separates institutions into private and 
public trusts. "If the former class of 
institutions," i-ays the toniuiiitcc, 
"constitute a private or piuprlelary 
trust, the latter tonsiiiuin a publii: 
trust. Tlic. tnisice.s are tru.str-fs fur 
the •.ublir. lu the Lii.~o of tiui- state 
universities, this is self-evident. Iu 
the case of most of our privalcly- 
owncd institutions, tho situation is 
really uot different. They cannot bo 
permitted to assume tho proprietary 
attitude and privilege if tiicy are ap- 
pealing to the general public for suv- 
port. Trustees of such universiUea 
have no moral right to bind tbo rea- 
son or the conscience of any i)iofe.s- 
sor." 

Proceeding under the .sub-liile of 
i"the nature cif the ataikiuic talllhi;," 
jthc committee déclares that the nieni- 
bcrs of university faculties arc ibcyp- 
polntres, but not in any sense the 
ployccB (if ilic university nustei.-^. 
'Tor, once appoiiUed. the hcholur has 
professional functions to perform it 
which the appointing authoritica ha\i; 
neither competency nor moral nf,'ni iv 
Intervene. The responsibility uf tho 
university teacher is primarily to tho 
public itself, and to the judgmcu>, ol' 
bis own profession; and while, with 
i-espect to certain external conditions 
of bis vocation, he accepts a rcipon- 
flbility to flio authorities of iiir insti- 
tution in which hn serve.*;, in llio r;s- 
scntlals of bis professional .icAity 
hifi duty Is to the wider pubiJi: to 
which the institution itself is morally 
amenable." 

Passing on, the comjmlttcc objcrves 
that the dangers lo freedom of leach- 
ing in tho don^ain of the .lucUil Eci- 
enccs— the danger zdne of to d iy are 
evidently two: "The one whicj is th»: 
more likely to affect tho privately en- 
dowed colleges and universitic:^ is tho 
danger of restrictions upon the ex- 
pression of opinions which ]ioiiu to- 
wards extëusive social Innovations, or 
1 call In question the moral legitimacy 
jor social expediency of economic con- 
[ditious or commercial prattlers in 
which large vested inieresis arc in- 
volved. On the other hand, in our 
state universities tbe danger may tir 
the revorse. Where the univcrtity i.s 
dependent upon Igislative favor. It has 
sometimes happened tJiat the conduct 
of the Institution has been affected by 
political considerations; and where 
there Is a definite governmental policy 
or a strong feeling on economic, social 
or political questions, tho menace to 
academic freedom may consist ;n the 
repression of opinion.: that in tiie par- 
tleiilar political situation are deemed 
ultra coa^enative rather than ultra 
radical' The ttspntlal point, liow- 
evcr. is not pii mucli that tlie «ipluiou 
Is of one I'r .-inuthcr j'hadr. thai ii 
differr, from llic views ciilt i laineil li\ 
tbe aufhoritir.H. 

"Pulillr iipluiun is at nncr llie clner 
saresiiaid o;' II dcinocrni y and llio 
chief menace lo the real liberty of llii 
individual. An inviolable rcfiiije frimi 
such tyranny should be found in tho 
university. It should be an intellectual 
experiment station, where new ideas 
may germinate and where their fruit, 
though still distasteful to tho com- 
muaity as a whole, may be allowed to 
ripca unUl finally, perchance, it may 
become a part of tbe accepted intej- 



Icciual food of the nation or of the 
world. Not less is it a distinctive duty 
of the university to be the conserva- 
tor of all genuine elcnienls of value 
in the past thought and iifo of man- 
kind which aie not in the fashion of 
the moment. ■' 

The cammillco then romcs 10 it.-- so- 
Uitiou. "It is inudniissiblc." il holds, 
"thai ilii' pnwrr of lictciniiniug whcu 
dcpariurco troin ihe reiiuiremeuls of 
the rciontifio spiiit and method have 
ocrurrrd, sh.ould tie vested in bodies 
not. composed uf lucmbers of tho aca- 
demic profession. It follows that uni- 
versity teachers must be prepared to 
assume this responsibility for them- 
selves." 

Taking up one cause of friction, tbe 
committee declares that classroom ut- 
terances are privileged matter and ex- 
presses the wish to see test cases 
made of any infraction of this rule. 
Tbe chief cause of friction, howévcr. 
is extra-mural utterances. Of this 
extremely important development of 
prufessioual life it says: "It Is not in 
this committee's opinion desirable that 
scholars should bo debarred from giv- 
ing expression to their Judgments on 
controversial questions or be prohib- 
ited from lending their active support 
to organized movements they believe 
In the public interest. It is, however, 
a question deserving of consideration 
by luembcrs of this association, and 
by niii\craiiy officials, how tar aca- 
demic teachers, at least those dealing 
with political, economic and social 
subjects, should be proniiueut in the 
niuuagemeut of our great party or- 
ganization.'?, ui- should be candidates 
for state or national offices of a dis- 
tinctly political character. It is 
manifestly desirable that such teach- 
ers have minds uutrammcled by partly 
luyultlca. uumovcd by party enthusi- 
asms, and unbiassed by personal po- 
litical ambitious: and that universi- 
ties should remain uniuvotvcd in 
party unlagunisms. On the other 
hand, it is equally manifest that the 
material available for the service of 
tho state would be restricted in a 
highly undesirable Avay, it it were un- 
derstood that no member of tbe aca- 
demic profession should ever bo call- 
ed upon lo assume the responsibilities 
of public life." 

In conclusion the committee names 
a set of practical proposals, establish- 
ins tho ends to be Hccomplisbcd, in 
part as follows: 

First. To safeguard freedom of ini- 
(luiry and of teaching against both 
co\ci l and u\erl attackj, by piovldiug 
suitable judicial bodies, composed of 
members of the academic profession, 
wlilch may be called into action before 
uni'.crKlty tcachcr.-s are dismissed or 
disciplined, and may determine iu 
what ca.ïcs the (juo.-iilon of academic 
freedom is actually involved. 

Second, i'.y the same means, to pro- 
leci college executives and governing 
boards against uujiuit charges of iu- 
frliigemenl of academic freedom, or of 
arbitrary and diclatoriai conduct -- 
charges which, when they gain wide 
currency and belief, are highly detri- 
mental lo tho good repute and the lu- 
llucncc of universities, 

'Jliiid. To render Ihe profession 
more attractive to men of high ability 
and rli'ong personality by cnsurin.^; 
the dignity, the Independence, and the 
rcnBoij,able security of tenure, of the 
piofesBorlnl office. 

1'Iu; measures which ii is believed 
Iu be necessary for our uni\ersilies 
to adopt In realize these cuds— mea- 
sures which lia\e already been adopt- 
ed ill part by some instlutions—arc 
I'uur: 

A. urfirial aclion iclaliuii lo rcaii- 
lioiiiiiiienlK and refusals of reappoint- 
ment should be taken only with the 
advice and consent of some board or 
committee representative of the fac- 
ulty. 

U. In every Institution tliere should 
be an unequivocal understanding as 
to tlic term of each appointment; and 
tho lonurc of professorsblps and as- 
ijuciatc professorships, and of all po- 
sitions above the grade of instructor 
after ten years of service, should be 
permanent (subject to the provL-dons 
hereinafter given for removal upon 
charges). 

C, In every Institution the grounds 
wbidi will he regarded as justifying 
the dismissal of members of the fac- 
ulty should be foriiiuiatcd with rea- 
sonable dcfiuileiiess. 

U. E\cry unl>crr-ily or college 
teacher should be entitled, lieforc dis- 
missal or demotion, lo have the 
charges against him stated in writing, 
have a lair trial, etc. 

Prof, Weatherley concluded his e.\- 
planaiion of the eommlttco report 
with the announcement that tbe 
Aniei lean Association of College Uni- 
versity Professors was considering 
adequate and proper methods of ad- 
mission to the profession to safeguard 
itself from impo!<siblo characters, 
such as havo frequently been causes 
of friction, by putting up tbe bars at 
the beginning. The association accord- 
ingly is working on a code of profe.s- 
slonal ethics, a set of ethics similar 
to that of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation. "That means more than any- 
thing else to ele\aio and dignify the 
académie ciilliiii; in ,\iiierieH. " hr said. 

"I don'i Ihinlv Ibis is so inucb an 
urerni problem as a serious .situa- 
tion." said Dr. .Mcilceljohn. "It" is 
ahoiil lime lli.ii imr culiepcs realized 
Ihiil lliry .nil' doing more than teach- 
in? lioy.i- Dial Ihey are pa.sslngon the 
i.'-siies of our limes, and, if they are 
Hoi (loiiiK this, they are not doing all 
llirh woik.".

THE FIBST SKATER.

The first man or nation to skate is 
lost in the mists of antlquit.v. The 
Eskimos of the farthest north were 
; found lo he in possession of ninncrs 
I carved from whalebone wtitii they 
jwerc first discovered. Skating is 
I mentioned by n Danish historian 
about n.'j4, and I'"itzstcphen, in his 
"IlisLory ot London." say.s that in the 
tweirib century .voung men fasleued 
I the leg bones of animals under their 
I feet by means of thongs in order to 
slide along the Ice. A pair of these 
bone skates is now In tho British 
Museum. Londoners got the Idea 
from Holland,, probably via Lincoln- 
shire, where skates have been used 
on the frozen fens from the very earl- 
iest times. • "•- ^ ;
